2. SOLAR ENERGY RESEARCH INSTITUTE

Establishment of a National Solar Energy Research
Institute has been mandated by the Congress. The national
Energy Research and Development Administration is presently
requesting submission of proposals for siting and operating
the Institute. Competition for a site is expected to be
intense within the various States.

For that reason, staff has prepared a proposed
resolution declaring the Commission's endorsement and
support for locating the National Solar Energy Research
Institute within California. If the Commission approves
the resolution, copies will be transmitted to ERDA, and

to the individual members of the California Congressional

Delegation.
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TEMPORARY LEASE FOR TFILM COMPANY

Staff received a request -- on October 28 -- from
a Ffijm production company (Dc Sort and Sam Productions, Inc.,
of 1921 North Wilcox Avenuc) in Los Angeles to use the
southwest corner of the dry bed of Owens Lake in Inyo County
for two to three days of filming a television commercial,
Filming is scheduled for the week of November 10, 197S.
No structures or other permancnt improvements will be
placed on the State property.
The company has agreed to secure an insurance binder

in favor of the State in the amount of $1 million - and - to

pay rent to the State of $50 per day of use or fraction thercof.

The company also agreed that the land will be fully
restored to present condition after use.

If the Commission has no objection, I will advise
De Sort and Sam that they may rent this area of Owens Lake

on a temporary basis for the filming of a commercial.

NOTE TO EXECUTIVE OFFICER:

The rental fee was decided on the basis of the $100
flat fec which the Long Beach Harbor Department chérges for
the same type of usc.

The commercial is for Wells Fargo Bank and will

involve a f£iim showing 6 horses pulling a stagecoach through

an artificiral dust storm.
